Thei 
have nttaiued the higher ideal mostly In 
ijruoriiif; the P.ihle, by denying its infalli 
bility, by accepting their own judKineui 
and ri'jisijnlnjj in supposed conrrndiction of 
the Itihle teachings. How sad is the fact 
that a majority of the noble minds of 
Christendom today dony that the Bible is a 
Divinely inspired rovelni ion of CJod and 
consider it merely the work of well-inten- 
tioned, but u'l-oraiit men. in comparison tc 
whom tlie theologians o* today arc pasi- 
ii'tts-tors, every way cr.iite competent to 
write out of flielr own" wit.> matter inneli 
superior to that of the Hilde, the Divine 
inspiration of which they deny. 
But what a sad condition the true be- 
liever would be in if he lo*l this, 1he an- 
chor of his soul, and were cast adrift to 
his own speculations or those of others. 
Xvhich continually contradict one another. 
To those who have nei er known the value 
of the Word of Ood as the Divine counsel 
niid who are totally ignorant of its "ex- 
ceeding great and precious promises"—to 
Mich the loss would ho less, but to ns 
'^r'l*. h.ive ta=ted of the pood Word of 
Ood and the powers of the world to come, 
and been made partakers of the holy spirit" 
—for us to lose all 1"ucse would lie to IOK" 
almost life- itself, for truly, as the 1'iophet 
cTeclares. the knowledge of Old's lovinc 
kindness is better than life, the best life. 
so that to lose it -nould mean to take 
away that which makes ii.re most precious 
to ns. 


The Foundation of God's Throne. 


The F.ihlc declaration that Justice is the 


foundation 
of the 
Divine Kingdom or 
Throne jrivcs the mind prctori:>ily an appre- 
ciation of the value of Justice in its rela- 
tiont-hip to every element of the Divine 
Character. "Be 'j\i*t before yon are gen 
prons." is a proieib amongst men. w!p<' 
evidently is in full accord with what the 
Script r.rt-s declare of fJocJ's chrirjicter. He is 
fi-.st just—cover anything less than Jus- 
tice. His Tisrtom. his power, his love innsr 
all co-orriiiKjfo" with and rest upon thi= 
quality of Justice. And so it is with all 
those who woi'H copy this character They 
must be first just. Any quality huilt upon 
any foundation to any extent ignoring thi- 
one is faulty, improper, sinful. The first" 
man. made in God's Imace and moral like- 
ness, must have had justice RS the foun- 
dation of his charncter. And all of lii' de- 
scendants still possess this quality, though 
in .varying decree. 
"We call it a'lso con; 
scientiousness. righteousness. Some, indeed! 
have this quality in so weak and slizht a 
dejiree that it is easily overbalanced '\v 
their other stronger qualities of mind, such 
ns ncqnisitivoiicss. approbatireness. etc. It 
is for this reason that prisons arc neces- 
sary to restrain all the ,stronger organs 
of men's minds and to enconrace their con- 
scientiousness, their sense of justice, right- 
eousness. 
These standards of righteous- 
ness heretofore have, from the first, been 
considered and esteemed the Divine stand- 
ards and are still so esteemed, except by 
atheists. 


During the Dark Aces reasoning minds 
tried the various expailients wherelij- to 
harmonize the Justice of God witJi the 
"Doctrines of Demons." which misrepre- 
sented tbe Divine program for mankind.

These, then, see the Justice- of (!od mani- 
fested toward man for now nix thousand 
years, under the Infliction of the original 
penalty, "Dying thoti shall die." ' These nee 
how Divide love met tile rc-qliirt •iieuts of 
Divine Justice, when our Lord Jesus "gave 
himself a Hitnsoin for all." "He died, tho 
Just for the unjust"—redeemed the first 
Adam and all his family and all his estate 
with his own precious blood. Ills sacrlllee. 
These may nee how wisdom bids love to 
wait throughout this Gospel Age. while the 
elect class IK being called out from 
the 


redeemied world to constitute the Kride, 
the Lamb's Wife, and Joint Heirs with him 
In his Millennial Kingdom. These can see 
how In due time Divine power will co-op- 
erate with love, and justice he silent while 
Satan is restrained and the human famll.\ 
granted the opportunity for uplift—resur- 
rection to all that was lost plus valuable 
lessons of knowledge through experience. 


The Golden Rule for the Church. 


They make a great mistake who suppose 
that the Golden Rule, or indeed any of the 


1 messages of the Scriptures, were intended 


for the world of mankind. No, they are 
for the Church only and this is shown not 
only by the fact that our Lord's words 
were addressed to his•>disciples, but also 
by the fact that the Apostolic epistles sim- 
ilarly are addressed to the saints and the 
household of faith. Others cannot see, un- 
derstand, appreciate, in the proper degree, 
The worldly mind can and does appreciate 
the rnaxim, "Hunesty is the best policy" 
in the long run, but it cannot appreciate 
the sentiment of our test, in the sense of 
being willing to adopt this as a principle 
and as a rule of life. 
In harmony with'thia- thought, we seek 
to impress tne Import' of our- text only 
upon those blessed of the Father, ivlio have 
been drawn, called, sanctified In Chrisc 
Jesus, and whose eyes to some extent have 
seen Justice to be the foundation of the 
Divine character. 
The Golden -Rule doc-s 
not express all of the Christian's duty; he 
is expected to make progress in conduct 
and character development much beyond 
this. But this further progress marks his 
development in love. 
The Golden llule 
marks the very lowest standard which 
must measure our dealings with others in 
the Church and in the world—Justice. In a 
word our te.\t, although far above the or- 
dinary course of humanity, should be in 
use every day and every hour by every 
follower of Christ. "Whatsoever ye would 
that men should do to you, do ye even so 
to them." That our Lord was'not giving 
this as a Gospel standard and love stand- 
ard, we note the fact that he added the 
words, "This is the Law and the Proph- 
ets*": this is the teaching or demand of 
the Law and Prophets upon all who would 
seek to do righteousness—Justice. 
The 'measure of our development as New 
Creatures in Christ is whatever we attain 
to in love above the standard of the Gold- 
en Rule. Justice demands ns to render to 
others as we would have them render to 
us. 
Love says, "I demand nothing, bu 


show you the length and breadth ant 
height and depth of Love Divine and wai: 
expectantly to note your appreciation o: 
this and how you will seek to be copies, 
of God's clear Son, who laid down his life 
on our behalf.'' ^Addressing those who hn 
made a consecration of "discipleship. to 
n-alk in the Lord's footsteps. St. John"says 
"We ought also to lay down our lives for 
the brethre,n"—after the example of Jesus.

In a word, am I 
doing for the Lord's sheep, as an undcr- 
shepherd, what I would wish to be done- 
to me by an tinder-shepherd, if I were one 
of the Lord's sheep under his care? Or as 
one of the Lord's sheep under a pastoral 
head, am I seeking by word and act to en- 
courage «nd assist the Pastor, as I would 
like to huve the Lord's people do for me, If 
I were in pastoral service? 
Finally, do I apply the Golden Rule In 


the exercise of my tongue and m brains, as 
these have to do with neighbors and friends 
and brethren in the Church? Do I think 
generously or meanly of others? Am I con- 
tinually surmising dishonesty, in'-anness or 
impurity on their part? And would I like 
to have them similarly imagine these things 
towards me? Whoever has this disposition 
should know that he is harboring what the 
Scriptures designate "iniquity in his heart." 
Such thoughts should be resisted as un- 
worthy of noble minds, and in their place 
we should foster kindness and generosity 
and nobility of sentiment respecting oth- 
ers. How about the tongue? Do we al- 
ways follow the Scriptural rule, "Speak 
evil of no man?" Or do we find ourselves 
possessed of a mean disposition, which 
takes pleasure in gossiping to others re- 
specting what we know, or what we have 
heard derogatory to others? Would we like 
to have others do this to us, or is such a 
course contrary to th" Golden Rule? 


Do we find ourselves seeking a justifica- 
tion -for speaking something that is unkind 
or ungenerous, whether truthful or not? If 
,so, do we recognize that this is an elTieit 
•finite contrary Jo the Golden Rule, and in 
our endeavor to find justification for doing
